REDUCTION OF WAR TAX. 


CHAIRMAN PAYNE'S VIEWS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Chairman 
Payne of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee says that no definite plans have 
been made thus far for considering the 
question of further reducing the war 
taxes. At the same time, there has 
been much informal discussion of the 
subject; much data has been gathered 
concerning the items which can best 
be reduced, and there sj } to be @ 
general purpose on the part of the 
members of the committee to push this 
important question to the front scon 
after the holidays. In speaking of the 
matter today, Mr. Payne said: 

“With a surplus of about $160,000,000, 
I have no doubt the Ways and Means 
Committee wil! frame a bill reducing 
the revenues probably on the general 
lines of the last War Tax Reduction 
Bill. But there is no pafticular hurry 
in dealing with the subject, as there 
are several contingencies which may 
call for a large increase in government 
expenditures, and it will be well to un- 
derstand pretty well what our expendi. 
tures are to be before finally determin- 
ing on a large reduction of the reve- 
nues. 

When we make the reduction, we 
ought to make it as large as can be 
made with safety. In my judgment, 
the committee will take the matter up 
soon after the holidays. Whether we 
will have hearings or not will depend 
upon the of the committee. 

In the absence of action by the 
committee, Mr. Payne will not dis- 
cuss the prospects of reduction on par- 
ticular items. Already. however, sev- 
eral interests have applied for hear- 
ings. These include the representa-

Great Coal Trade. 


The United States, according to re- 
cent figures, stands third in the list 
of coal-exporting countries. The ex- 
ports from the United States during 
the fiscal year just ended, as shown 
by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, 
amounted to $22,317,496, against $19,- 
502,813 In the fiscal year 1900, $13,661,- 
028 in 1899, $11,008,643 in 1897, $10,646,- 
062 im 1896 and $8,391,026 In 1891. Thus 
the value of coal" exportations from 
the United States has doubled since 
1897 and nearly trebled in the decade. 
These figures relate to values. Meas- 
ured by quantity the increase has 
been even greater, the exports in 1901 
being 7,676,149 tons, against 2,399,039 
tons in 1891, thus making the total ex- 
ports of 1901 in quantity more than 
three times as much as in 1891. The 
three principal coal-exporting coun- 
tries are Great Britain, Germany and 
the United States, with shipments 
last year of 88,405,000, 18,055,000 and 7,- 
558,000 tons respectively. Belgium ex- 
ported more coal than this country, 
but her imports were very large, 80 
that the net exportation from _ the 
United States was much larger than 
from the former country. In growth 
of both yg and production, how- 
ever, the United States had made 
much more rapid advance than any 


other country. The total quantity of 


coal produced in the United Kingdom 
was in 1886 157,518,000 tons, and in 
1900 25,181,000 tons, while in the 
Tnited States the production was in 
1886 100,664,000 tons, and tn 1900 245,- 
422,000 tons. Thus the United King- 
dom since 1886 has increased her pro- 
duction ‘but about 60 per cent., while 
the T'nited States has Increased hers 
nearly 150 per cent.—{Bradstreets. 


Time Systems of the World. 


In a recent issue the Literary Digest 
ecalis attention to the fact that in Ger- 
many what is called Central European 
time has been adopted since April 1, 
1893, and it is also in use in Austria- 
Hungary, Bosnia, Servia, Italy. Switz- 
erland, Denmark, Sweden and Norway. 
Western European time is used in 
Engiand, Holland. Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg and Spain. France alone remains 
obstinate and has kept Paris time, 
which is standard also in Algeria and 
Tunis. Italy has officially adopted the 
divisions of the day into twenty-four 
hours, numbered one to twenty-four, 
beginning at midnight. This same 
method has been used in Belgium since 
May 1, 1897, for postoffices, telegraphs, 
ratiways and shipping. Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania and European Turkey have 
Pastern Furopean time, while Ruesta 
has kept St. Petersbure time, which is 
two hours, one minute and thirteen 
seconds ahead of that of Greenwich. 
North America and Canada have four 
time-zones for railway time: Fastern 
(five hours behind Greenwich,) central 
(six hours,) mountain (seven hours.) 
and Pacific (eight hours.) In Canada 
these standards are official, and the 
hours numbered from one to twenty- 
four. It is the same way for the Eng- 
lish West Indies. In Cape Colony the 
standard time for railways and tele- 
graphs is one hour and a half ahead of 
Greenwich time. In Japan the official 
time is exactly Pine hours ahead of 
Greenwich time.‘ In Australia the

British-American Rail Pool. 

It appears to be probable, says the 
London Iron and Coal Trades Review, 
that the time is not far distant when 
the steel manufacturers of Great Brit- 
tain and the United States will be 
likely to consider the- expediency of 
pooling the ooutside business of the 
world itn several of the greatest 
branches of that, industry. British 
manufacturers can hardly lose any- 
thing by keeping this possibility be- 
fore their minds and preparing them- 
selves to deal with it. The world’s 
annual requirements in steel rails, to 
quote a notable example of on 
pooling, may be taken at 5,500, rons 
of which 2,500,000 tons may be taken 
as the annual consumption .of the 
United States, leaving 3,000,000 tons 
for other countries. But the eteel- 
rail capacity of the United States is 
probably not less than 4,000,000 tons a 
year, and it is being extended very 
materially by the new plants now be- 
ing put down at Birmingham, Ala., 
Sharon, Lackawanna and elsewhere. 
British rail-mill capacity has not been 
increased to any extent worth speak- 
ing of for many years, and is not 
likely to be added to in the’ near fu- 
ture. Germany, the only other coun- 
try that produces rails for export to 
any extent, is not nearly so serious a 
competitor in outside markets as the 
United States, which must by and by 
find an outlet for a surplus of 1,500,- 
000 tons a year at the least If they 
keep their mills anything like fully 
employed. All the conditions appear 
to favor the idea of an Anglo-Amer- 
ican agreement as to pooling the out- 
side markets of the world. In the ab- 
sence of some such agreement there 
is reason to fear that, when depres- 
sion again prevalis in both countries, 
prices will be liable to be cut to a 
point that will leave no profit on out- 
side orders for either country. To the 
United States this would hardly be a 
very serious matter, because they can 
make their own prices in their home 
markets, which can always be de- 
pended on to absorb two-thirds of the 
total home supply. To the United 
Kingdom, which has no euch resort, 
unrestricted competition may lead to 
disaster. We have no assurance that 
we shall be able to reserve even our 
home markets. But those markets at 
the best do not absorb more than 
300,000 tons of rafle a year.

For instance, they 
demand all state railway contracts 
three years in advance, and they also 
request that foreign-made machinery 
be excluded; that the government 
workshops cease filling private orders, 
and. moreover, that they be turned over 
to the manufacturers. In return, the 
manufacturers promise to build up 
Russian iron and steel manufacture. 

Official statistics show that 32,406 per- 
sons are employed on 1658.40 miles of 
road located in New Jersey.

the patent applied for has been granted. 


Mr. Anthony says that every particle 
of the kelp can be utilized for valuable 
and merchantable articles. Eighty-five 
per cent. of the dry material can be 
turned into paper pulp and the other 15 
per cent. into potassium and sodium 
salte, which of themselves have a com- 
mercial value equal to the cost of 
handling the product and forming the 
pulp. There is absolutely no waste of 
material. 

From this pulp can be manufactured 
every quality of paper, celluloid, gun 
cotton, papier mache, collodion, and 
many other valuable substances. Mr.

- TOWARD TAMPICO. 


_Absconder and 


Mr. Shanks Arrives Here from 
Mexico—Describes Meeting with 


Gives Theory. 


N ALL probability the sleuth- 
hounds of the American Surety 
Company and. the private detect- 

ives will hunt in vain for Henry J. 

Ficishman.” 


' The above is the conclusion reached 
by D. W. Shanks, who saw the ab- 
sconding cashier in Mexico last Ttu+s- 
day morning, and who, from his long 
acquaintance with the topography of 
that country, is well able to judge of 
Fieirshman’'s course. ; 

Mr. ‘Shanks arrived in Los Angeles 
yesterday morning from El Paso, Tex., 
and gave a graphic description of his 
meeting with Fleishman, also pointing 
out several methods of escape of which 

the fugitive could avail himself. 


FLEISHMAN IN EL PASO. 

“Fleishman left El Paso on Sunday 
morning at 10..o’clock on the Mexican 
Central Railway—the only line he could 
have taken into Mexico—for Zacatecas, 
where he arrived at 6:05 o’clock in the 
evening. From there he would have 
continued to Agua Calientes, which 


@ same night, had the train 
schedule time. 

“There had been a freight wreck, 
however, Monday morning, forty miles 
south of Zacatecas, and the train was 
held over at that city waiting for the 
wreckage to be cleared from the tracks. 
This caused considerable delay, and so 
the passengers on the train that car- 
ried Fleishman were obliged to spend 
Monday night in Zacatecas. 

“At 98 o’clock Tuesday morning the 
train started from Zacatecas and 
reached the scene of the wreck at about 
11 o'clock. The train from the south had 
also arrived, but the road being still 
impassable there, passengers and bag- 
gage were transferred at that point, 
which was midway between Soledad 
and Berreozabal. 

“I was on the north-bound train and 
Fleishman was on the one going south. 
It was at this point, where we had to 
transfer, that I first saw the much- 
wanted cashier. He was talking to a 
man, probably a railway official, whom 
he afterward called Casey. 

HANDS IN HIS POCKETS. 

“I recognized him immediately, and 
was, of course, surprised to see him in 
that place. He was standing by the 
side of the railroad, with his hands in 
his pockets, watching some Mexican 
laborers at work. 

“He did not seem to have any bag- 
; Sage, and I saw him with none—not 

evenagrip. He looked as he might on 
the streets of Los Angeles, except that 
he had a four or five days’ grovth of 
beard on his face. As he is somewhat 
fastidious, I thought this circumstance 
peculiar, especialiy so since he could 
have been shaved during the stop-over 
at El Paso. I walked up to him, and, 
holding out my hand, said, ‘Hello, 
Fieishman, what'are you doing in this 
out-of-the-way place?’

They do 
not want anything for themselves, but 
want now to aid the women and c¢hil- 
dren who are in the reconcentrado 
camps. This war is simply a problem 
of horsefiesh. We don’t care how 
many horses England buys here, be- 
cause we'll get them anyhow.

THE FILIPINO PROBLEM. 


A View of Present Conditions in the 
Philippines as Seen by a Manila 


Newspaper. 

{Manila Critic:] At the present time 
the native of Manila is enjoying con- 
ditions which he never could have 
hoped for under Spanish authority. He 
is receiving both for his labor and for 
that which he may produce prices far 
in advance of those given in the days 
when Spain held the reigns of govern- 
ment. Now, if the native will «top 
eating the bread of idleness and put 
aside the bolo for implements that pro- 
duce instead of destroy, and use dili- 
gence to push forward in the march 
of progress, he will find that his condi- 
tion in life has been greatly improved. 

Granting that the Filipinos have had 
their country taken from them, yet 
they should look on the circumstances 
as we do whén a stick of giant powder 
is taken out of children’s hands who 
are attempting to play ball with it. 


‘The children cause an uproar when 


their dangerous plaything is taken 
from them, but when they become older 
they realize the danger they were in, 
and thank their preservers. The abovec- 


mentioned example is applicable to the

HONOLULU, Dec. 9.—{A. P. Corre- 
nee. Wired from San Fran- 
cisco, Dec. 16.] Complete returns as 
to the income tax show that the 
amount of the tax collected will far 
below the sum expected when t law 
was passed. The returns show an ag- 
gregate assessment of $335,000, which 
is only about half of what it was hoped 
the tax would bring in. The tax is 2 
per cent. on all over $1000 for every in- 
dividual or corporation, and the re- 
turns therefore show that with the 
$1000 deducted in each case, incomes 
aggregating $16,750,000 net were re- 
ceived during 1900.
